Sodium Chlo- 
ate applied as a weed killer,

It has happened. We actually caught the Board of 
Selectmen “| the 


‘passing buck” last . Literally, 
that is. Cane the ae aned ‘Wichalee ‘Deelise 
suddenly announced during the course of the even- 


ning that he was appointing the members of the SS 
“field drivers”. And since this was his responsibility 
ufder an old statute dug up when a solution was 
sought to the problem of loose horses, and since “an 
animal found. wandering the public ways” could well 
be a buck, we repeat, we caught the selectmen “pass- 
ing the buck”. 

Although urged to do so, Chairman‘ DeFelice de- 
clined the invitation to swear in the new field drivers 
at the meeting, announcing that he intended to do so 
at the next meeting. Now, does Mr. DeFelice figure 
that the press will be so busy boarding animals at 
thirty cents a day that they won't have time to come 
to the meetings and cover the meetings instead of being 
put out because of too many executive sessions. 


THE SQUEEZE PLAY 


Putting 203 of anything in, where you only took 
89 out, creates problems. And when the 89 made it a 
tight squeeze to begin with, it becomes an impossibility. 
The 89 is the number of high school graduates; the 
203 the first grade enrollment for the fall. 

This is the situation that the School Department 
is faced with in September 1957. September 1958 does 
not pose a problem; it threatens a nightmare in the 
form of double sessions. If five outside classrooms 
are to be found for '57, (three have already been hired), 
John Collins fears that all available halls in three 
towns would not take care of the situation; therefore 
how many will be needed for ’58? Supt. of Schools 
—double sessions. ‘ 

The Glen Road School seems doomed to delay. 
However, whenever it is completed, it will be immedi- 
ately filled and there will still be no room for the 
seventh grade pupils coming off the other end of the 
line. sla) Mall 

As a solution to this problem, the School Com- 
mittee has come up with the recommendation that \in- 
stead of attempting another elementary or intermediate 
school in the near future, an addition to the High 
School be built. This would save much valuable time 
in finding and preparing land, obtaining an architect 
(it may be possible to have the same one that build 
the school) and the myriad other problems that have 
beset the Glen Road Building Committee. 

The School Committee had come up with a very 
good solution to a very difficult problem. If they re- 
ceive the proper cooperation on this suggestion, the 
whole town may be saved an extremely unpleasant 
situation.
